latter  country. 

Recent  developments  point  to  the  possibility  of  net  imports  of 
flour  into  the  Orient  somewhat  above  those  of  last  year,  owing  to  import 
requirements  of  south  China. 

COTTON 

European  cotton-textile  situation 

November  developments  in  the  European  cotton-textile  industry  have 
been  somewhat  unfavorable,  according  to  the  Berlin  office  of  the  Bureau 
of  Agricultural  Economics.     New  business  in  yarns  and  cloth  has  been  dull 
in  a  number  of  countries,   including  the  United  Kingdom,  Prance,  and  Belgium, 
as  well  as  the  Danube  area.     Stocks  of  yarns  and  goods  in  these  regions 
tended  to  increase,  and  as  a  result  mill  occupation  declined  in  places. 
Buying  of  raw  cotton  has  been  generally  slow. 

In  Germany  the  raw-material  problem  continues  to  overshadow  all 
other  developments  in  the  industry,   and  the  deficiency  of  current  tex- 
tile production  in  the  face  of  the  continued  rise  in  consumer  demand  has 
recently  reached  a  more  acute  stage.    Unfortunately,  there  is  little 
prospect  that  the  problem  will  be  solved  by  larger  imports  of  raw  materials, 
which  have  been  appreciably  above  last  year  so  far  this  season.     There  are 
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indications  that  attempts  will  be  made  -  and,  in  fact,  are  already  being 
made  -  to  solve  the  problem,  at  least  partly,  by  putting  a  check  on  the 
present  tendencies  of  consumption. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  European  industry,  general  political  and 
economic  uncertainties,  as  well  as  cotton  market  conditions  in  particu- 
lar, continue  to  suggest  a  cautious  attitude  for  operations  in  the  raw- 
cotton  market.    Recent  tendencies  of  the  yarn  and  cloth  business  have 
added  to  the  belief  that  there  is  at  present  practically  no  incentive 
for  speculative  advance  buying  of  raw  cotton.    The  loan  program  in  the 
United  States  and  the  gradual  accumulation  of  cotton  under  this  loan  has 
apparently  caused  little  concern,  since  the  general  opinion  seems  to  be 
that  neither  unduly  large  releases  of  loan  cotton  nor  action  tending  to 
stimulate  competitive  acreage  in  other  countries  will  take  place. 

American  cotton,  according  to  Liverpool  quotations,  in  relation 
to  Indian  and  Brazilian  growths  was  cheaper  in  November  than  it  was  a 
month  earlier,  and  much  cheaper,  both  absolutely  and  relatively,  than  a 
year  ago.     This  relationship,  if  maintained,  will  not  fail  to  be  re- 
flected in  a  relative  preference  for  American  cotton  in  European  takings. 

Japanese  cotton  imports  at  low  level 

The  Japanese  import  trade  in  raw  cotton,  which  is  now  subject  to 
strict  governmental  control,  continued  at  a  low  level  in  November.  Ac- 
cording to  a  report  from  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricul- 
tural Economics,  based  in  part  on  information  supplied  by  American  Consul 
Krentz  at  Osaka,  imports  of  all  growths  totaled  only  82,000  bales  of  500 
pounds  each  in  November,  in  comparison  with  316,000  bales  during  November 
of  last  year.    During  the  first  3  months  (September-November)  of  the  cur- 
rent season  they  have  totaled  269,000  bales,  or  only  about  35  percent  of 
the  total  of  769,000  bales  for  the  comparable  period  of  last  season. 

Mill  consumption  of  cotton  continued  at  a  high  level  in  November, 
however,  with  yarn  production  totaling  333,000  bales  of  400  pounds.  This 
figure  is  somewhat  higher  than  that  of  last  November,   when  318,000  bales 
of  yarn  were  produced.    Production  in  December  is  expected  to  be  substan- 
tially lower,  and  it  is  reported  that  after  January  1  it  will  be  restricted 
to  about  275,000  bales. 

With  imports  of  raw  cotton  sharply  restricted  and  with  mill  con- 
sumption at  a  high  level  in  November,  wharf  stocks  of  raw  cotton  declined 
to  only  224,000  bales  at  the  end  of  November,   in  comparison  with  475,000 
bales  on  November  30,  1936  and  with  the  high  figure  of  871,000  bales  on  April 
30,  1937.     Total  stocks  of  raw  cotton  in  Japan  at  the  end  of  November  were 
estimated  at  about  790,000  bales,  and  import  permits  were  reported  to  have 
been  granted  for  about  110,000  additional  bales. 
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Exports  of  cotton  cloth  were  well  maintained  during  November, 
totaling  214,550,000  yards,  or  approximately  the  same  as  last  November, 
when  215,000,000  yards  were  exported,    production  is  reported  to  he  ex- 
ceeding new  orders,  however,  and  it  is  expected  that  total  export's  during 
the  current  season  will  he  substantially  below  those  of  last  year. 


It  is  understood  that  goods  produced  for  the  domestic  market  after 
January  1  are  to  be  subject  to  a  30-percent  admixture  of  staple  fiber,  but 
details  concerning  this  new  measure  are  not  yet  available.

FRUITS,  VEGETABLES,  AND  NUTS 


South  African  deciduous  frait  arriving  in  United  Kingdom 

December  marks  the  opening  of  the  South  African,  deciduous  fruit  im- 
porting season  in  the  United  Kingdom.     Stone  fruits  such  as  plums,  peaches, 
and  nectarines  begin  to  arrive  in  December.     The  first  shipments  of  pears 
arrive  in  January,  and  those  c:  grapes  in  February.     The  importing  season 
for  stone  fruits  is  from  December  to  March.     The  pear  season  ends  in  May, 
and  that  of  grapes  in  June. 
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She  total  1937-33  South  African  crop  is  placed  at  85,000  shipping 
tons  compared  with  the  record  crop  of  95,000  in  1935-35.    The  bulk  of  the 
movement  consists  of  grapes,  pears,  peaches,  plums,  and  prunes.     The  pear 
crop  is  reported  to  be  very  disappointing.    Peaches  and  plums  are  variable, 
while  apples  and  grapes  promise  record  yields. 

Record  citrus  fruit  exports  from  South  Africa 


A  total  of  3,785,000  boxes  of  citrus  fruit  was  exported  from  South 
Africa  to  the  United  Kingdom  in  1937,  or  about  50  percent  more  than  the 
previous  record  movement  in  1935,  according  to  the  Weekly  Fruit  Intel- 
ligence Uotes  of  the  Imperial  Economic  Committee.    The  United  Kingdom  is 
the  principal  outlet  for  South  African  citras  fruit.

The  British  Board  of  Trade  has  allocated  to  the  United  States  a 
frozen  pork  import  quota  of  6,678,560  pounds  for  the  first  quarter  of  1938. 
This  represents  a  45-percent  increase  over  the  allocations  made  to  the 
United  States  for  the  first  quarters  of  1935,1936,  and  1937,  or  since  the 
imports  of  frozen  pork  were  subjected  to  quota  in  the  United  Kingdom.

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Except  for  the  first  quarter  of  1935,  the  United  States  has  never 
filled  the  frozen  pork  quota,   and  during  the  past  2  years  a  large  portion 
of  the  quota  has  "been  temporarily  reallocated  to  other  foreign  suppliers, 
principally  Argentina.    With  the  increase  in  supplies  in  the  United  States 
anticipated  for  the  coming  year,  however,  larger  amounts  may  again  he 
shipped  to  the  British  market. 

Continental  European  wool  situation 

Cver  most  of  November,  continental  wool-textile  developments  were 
still  under  the  influence  of  the  persistent  recession  in  world  wool  prices, 
according  to  the  Berlin  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 
Buying  of  semimanufactures  and  manufactures  was  slow,  and  operations  in 
the  raw-material  markets  continued  cautious.     Toward  the  end  of  the  month, 
however,  when  the  decline  in  values  came  to  a  halt,  a  somewhat  more  op- 
timistic note  prevailed  in  the  continental  business. 

The  statistical  position  of  wool  supplies  for  1937-38  seems  to  show 
no  significant  change  compared  with  1935-37,  with  somewhat  higher  production 
largely  offset  by  smaller  carry-over  at  the  beginning  of  the  season.  There 
is  some  doubt  expressed  in  continental  trade  quarters,  however,  as  to  the 
probable  development  of  mill  consumption.     The  main  factors  of  uneasiness 
are  the  recent  setback  in  general  economic  conditions  in  various  countries, 
the  uncertain  prospects  for  Japanese  consumption,  and  the  depression  in  the 
raw-cotton  markets. 


SOUTH  AFPJCA  SUFFERS  FROM  SEVERE  DROUGHT 

The  Union  of  South  Africa  has  been  suffering  from  the  worst  drought 
in  many  years,  according  to  reports  received  from  American  Consul  General 
A.  E.  Russell  at  Johannesburg.     The  drought  area  includes  almost  the  entire 
hinterland.     The  Transvaal,  the  Orange  Free  State,  and  northern  portions 
of  Cape  Province  and  of    Natal  are  principally  affected,  although  the 
drought  area  extends  even  into  Southern  Rhodesia. 

Deaths  among  livestock  have  risen  to  an  alarming  extent  on  the  graz- 
ing lands  of  the  northwestern  part  of  Cape  Province.     In  an  effort  to  meet 
the  shortage  of  meat,  the  Union  Government  opened  the  borders  to  increas- 
ing imports  of  cattle  from  3echuana.lo.nd  and  the  Rhodesias.    The  Iflheat 
crop  has  been  so  affected  by  lack  of  rain  that  serious  shortage  in  this 
cereal  is  anticipated.    The  condition  of  the  corn  crop  has  become  so  acute 
that  the  Government  is  considering  means  of  conserving  a  part  of  last 
year's  large  crop.     The  dairy  industry  has  been  badly  hit  by  shortage  of 
feed  supplies.    Ihile  South  Africa  normally  exports  butter,  at  present 
this  product  is  being  imported  and  milk  rationed.
